The Chronology 


FEBRUARY 1947 


In February 1947 we entered the frightening world of higher education. The 
Annex and Madison welcomed us with opened arms. Even at this embryonic 
stage, the Class of January, 1951 showed signs of being completely independent. 
The Annex students made their mark by being the first class in Weequahic history 
to have three principals, Mr. Coleman, Mr. Landolphi, and Mr. Ackerman; and 
two advisers, Mr. Holzman and Mrs. Block. The Madison Frosh had an un- 


precedented tea in addition to the graduation exercises. 


FEBRUARY 1948 


As 2B’s, we were the first students to enter the newly painted main building 
under the core curriculum. Our adviser, Mrs. Litzky, helped us to acclimate 
ourselves to our new surroundings. Mr. LaPenna joined us in 2A and has man- 
aged to stay with us for the remainder of our sojourn in Weequahic. During this 
semester a very important event occurred: Weequahic defeated South Side 


in football. 


FEBRUARY 1949 


The big attraction of our 3B term was the privilege of voting in class elec- 
tions. Our choices were Fred Sarbone, President; Jerry Sokol, Vice President; 
Roz Klinger, Secretary; and Harriet Alper, Treasurer. With the best intentions we 
planned a class picnic, but unfortunately our first noble endeavor fizzled. Our 


3A officers were Jerry Sokol, Sonia Kotler, Roz Klinger, and Harriet Alper. 


FEBRUARY 1950 


In 4B we really made our mark in Weequahic. Led by Sokol, Ginsberg, 
Klinger, and Turner, our 4B term was a very active one. We made another first 
by having an open Hop. On Saturday, April 22, the members of the Class of 
January 1951, with their escorts, entered the elaborately decorated Grand Ball 
where Cinderella and Prince Charming presided. Our class collaborated with the 
Class of June 1951 on an idea which was novel. James M. Barrie’s “Admirable 
Crichton” was presented on May 11, 12, and 13. On June 2, Jerry Sokol officially 
received the Torch from the president of the Class of June 1950. With Sokol, 
Shalit, Klinger, and Turner at the helm, we started on our final term in Weequahic 
High School. Again we were history makers. The final social event where the 
class was joyously united was held at Frank Dailey's Terrace Room on December 
29. Our passing of the Torch on January 5 was a very solemn occasion. January 
24. 1951, the solemn hush, the caps and gowns of blue, receiving our diplomas, 
our mingled emotions; these are what we remember about graduation night, and 


the close of our high school careers.
